Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Adan Ayala on 07/07/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: claims 1-7, 9 and 10 has been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 13 is allowable 
in light of the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences dated 05/14/2009. Chen 
(5,778,747) teaches a saw assembly comprising an upper blade guard 84, a plate 88, a lower 
blade guard 142, and a screw for securing the plate 88 to the upper blade guard 84. Meredith et 
al. (5,957,021) teaches the use of a first tab 66a for forcing a user to withdrawn a fastener a 
sufficient amount to allow a plate to be pivoted. However, it would not have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate the first tab of Meredith into 
the saw assembly of Chen as confirmed by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences.
